Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant had filed an IDS on 9/22/04, subsequent to the Examiner mailing a Notice of Allowance on 9/1/04. The IDS 
consisted of 9 Japanese patent documents that were received from the Japanese Patent Office (JPO) and associated 
JPO machine translations. In response to a request from the examiner, Applicant's representative also sent the 
examiner a copy of the correspondence from the JPO discussing these references. After obtaining an oral translation 
of the JPO correspondence from PTO translations branch personnel, the examiner is of the opinion that the present 
claims may be subject to a broader interpretation that was not previously considered. Specifically, the examiner had 
previously interpreted the claims so as to read only on fluidic self-assembly integrated structures (i.e., wherein 
microstructures are provided within recesses of a separate host substrate). The examiner is now of the opinion that 
this interpretation was unduly narrow, and that according to a broader reasonable interpretation (similar with the 
position taken by the JPO), the claims may also read on a structure wherein a "microstructure" comprises a first chip 
that is mounted on a second chip by conventional means such as ball bonding or wire bonding. As such, the examiner 
is now of the opinion that new rejections of the claims might be warranted, based upon this broader interpretation and 
in light of the IDS references. However, the JPO machine translations are of such poor quality that the examiner* 
cannot make any final determinations nor official decisions on the claims' patentability until full English translations of 
the Japanese references are obtained. The examiner is currently waiting for the translation of one last IDS document. 
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
